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Deadline crunch 
thwarts submission

Neighboring counties are reportedly lining up to submit site 
proposals for a massive hog processing plant proposed by 
Maple Leaf Meats, but the County of Mountain View submits 
that insufficient lead time was extended to investigate and 
satisfy a lengthy list of prerequisites. 

“We would have like to have entertained it,” said Reeve Pat 
James, “but with the time constraints it was just impossible.” 

A five page fax outline was received by the county on March 
17, asking for confirmation of a host of directives to be com¬ 
piled prior to a deadline less than two weeks from that date. 
Council members said assembling such a complex report that 
fully explored the local impact would take longer than the 
request had allowed. 

The fax was issued by Lou Normand, Acting Director of the 
Processing Industry Division of Alberta Agriculture, Food and 
Rural Development. The proposed project, which would draw 
on resources matching those of “a small town” would be han¬ 
dling a hog processing operation involving the slaughtering, 
cutting, deboning packaging and distribution of pork prod¬ 
ucts. The site itself would be constructed on a two to three 
hundred acre greenfield site with an anticipated initial pro¬ 
duction of 50,000 hogs per week. 

It was estimated that up to 1,500 jobs will be created by such 
a facility, and Maple Leaf Meats stipulated that development 
must be easily facilitated and that the site be in close proximity 
to a major highway and to the available labor market. 

Anticipated water consumption was anticipated to be 940,000 
cubic meters a year. 

“That’s a lot of water,” said town spokesman, Wes Yeoman. 
In fact, it’s more than double the 400,000 cubic metres the 
whole town of Didsbury uses each year. 

The “Site Search Checklist” asked respondents to supply 
information on an extensive list of “areas of interest”; among 
them being: Location specs, (such as distance from a river or 
major water supply, proximity to a major highway and sur¬ 
rounding area uses and plans); Utilities and sewer service 
available; taxes (all applicable real estate taxes, business taxes 
and any additional taxes); Incentives the respondent was will¬ 
ing to offer (from “detailed description^ of programs or funds 
available to assist Maple Leaf Foods with reducing their initial 
development investment for adequate infrastructure to the 
site to employee training assistance, tax abatement programs 
and regulatory agency assistance); Agriculture-related issues 
including a description of available “offsite locations and the 
applicable regulations for land application of treated sewage 
effluent and animal wastes/manure”, and local hog market 
programs including demographics describing existing and pro¬ 
jected hog marketing and anticipated provincial trends; a 
detailed analysis of the available labor market noting all major 
industries and employers in the region- to include current 
unemployment levels, labor costs and applicable labor laws; 
and a full release of all permitting and development approval 
processes that Maple Leaf Meats would be involved with. 

The provincial government solicited proposals on a province-wide 
basis; the site search was also introduced in Saskatchewan and 
Manitoba. Proposals will be scrutinized by a Florida consulting 
group on behalf of Maple Leaf Meats who currently operate two 
smaller plants in Edmonton and Winnipeg.

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Students study ‘space seeds*

Tiny sphere-shaped items con¬ 
tained in individual con¬ 
tainers are not UFO’s. 

However, it is indeed 
true that they have re¬ 
turned from a trip 
through outer space and 
Ross Ford school stu¬ 
dents are studying them 
carefully. 

The Canadian Space 
Agency (CSA) and Agri¬ 
culture and Agri-Food 
Canada have teamed up 
with young space scien¬ 
tists across Canada to 
help determine the ef¬ 
fect of space travel on 
seeds. 

On June 20,1996, the 
space shuttle Columbia 
embarked on a 17-day 
mission dedicated to mi¬ 
cro-gravity science re¬ 
search. In addition to the 
seven astronauts on 
board, 1,000 Canadian 
canola seeds completed 
the 11 million kilometre 
space flight. These seeds 
are currently part of a 
nation wide experiment 
known as “Canolab”. 

Canola was chosen for this ex¬ 
periment because of its impor¬ 
tance to Canada as an important 
cash crop for Canadian farmers, 


its small size- an important con¬ 
sideration when faced with shut¬ 


tle space constrictions and its 
growth process; flowering and 
pod development provide clear 
growth measurement milestones. 

What effect, if any, did the 


space journey have on these 
canola seeds? Ross Ford instruc¬ 


tor A1 Johnson, who is coordinat¬ 
ing the local project, said the re¬ 
sults from the Didsbury experi¬ 
ment, in tandem with other par¬ 
ticipating schools and CSA test¬ 


ing, will provide valuable data to 
the agency. 

The experiment at 
Ross Ford began March 
20 . 

Students were prom¬ 
ised around 25 seeds, so 
they were delighted to 
discover 27- allowing 
each student in the class, 
and Johnson as well, 
their own seed to plant. 

As specified, the seeds 
are kept under light" in 
a confined area 2 4 hours 
a day. Daily rfiecks are 
made aa-tneir progress 
and carefully recorded 
“ We keep a daily log 
book,” Johnson ex¬ 
plained. In the book 
growth and germination 
rates are recorded. 

Johnson has assigned 
a rotating duty roster 
and the students are en¬ 
thusiastic participants 
in the project. 

“We were lucky to get 
this,” Johnson ex¬ 
plained, “Not every 
school that applied got 
seeds back.” 

Results will be tabulated 
and returned to CSA before 
school closure in June for com¬ 
pilation into a national sum¬ 
mary report.

Message from the PM on CPP changes 


In February 1997, Finance 
Minister Paul Martin introduced 
legislation to reform the Canada 
Pension Plan and ensure that it 
can be counted on by future gen¬ 
erations. Equivalent changes will 
be made to the Quebec Pension 
Plan. 

Followingpublic consultations 
last spring and a thorough re¬ 
view, federal and provincial fi¬ 
nance ministers reached an 
agreement to reform the CPP, 
which has given working Cana¬ 
dians a secure plan for retire¬ 
ment income since 1966. 

The CPP also provides ben¬ 
efits in the event of disability or 
death. 

The CPP had to be reformed, 
to deal with the challenge of an 
aging population. The proportion 
of seniors in the Canadian popu¬ 
lation will nearly double over the 
next 35 years, as the baby 
boomers enter retirement. 

According to a 1995 study, if 
existing plans for contribution 
rates and benefits were not 
changed, the CPP fund would 
have been exhausted by 2015. 
What we heard in our consulta¬ 
tions with Canadians was that 
the CPP must be preserved, by 
giving it stronger financing, im¬ 
proving its investment practices, 
and reducing costs. These 
changes do just that. 

To ensure the stability of CPP 


financing, the reserve fund will 
be built up to the equivalent of 
five years of benefits, from the 
current level of two years. 

The fund will be invested in 
a portfolio of securities by an 
independent investment 
board, to pay for benefits for 
future pensioners. 

Contribution rates on pen¬ 
sionable earnings will rise 
from 5.8 per cent to no more 
than 9.9 per cent over the next 
six years, and then remain sta¬ 
ble. 

If we waited longer to raise 
rates, they would have to rise 
to more than 14 per cent. Con¬ 
tributions are paid in equal 
shares by workers and employ¬ 
ers. 

Some time ago on behalf of 
the government, I made a com¬ 
mitment that changes would 
not affect current seniors. 

The new changes to ben¬ 
efits will not affect present 
beneficiaries of the CPP, or 
anyone aged 65 or over as of 
December 31,1997. 

CPP benefits will continue to 
be fully indexed to inflation. 

The ages for early, normal and 
late retirement also remain un¬ 
changed. 

Certain changes to benefits 
will make the plan fairer and 
more accountable. 

To more accurately reflect a 


worker’s income, benefits will be 
calculated using the average of 
the last five years of pension¬ 
able earnings, rather than the 
current average of three years. 
All contributors and benefici¬ 
aries will be kept informed 
about their CPP accounts with 
annual reports. 

With these changes, the Lib¬ 
eral government is securing the 
future of the CPP, one of the 
three pillars of Canada’s retire¬ 
ment income system. 

The CPP is meant to replace a 
portion of pre-retirement earn¬ 
ings, and complements the two 
other pillars: the Seniors Ben¬ 
efit, which in 2001 will replace 
both Old Age Security and the 
Guaranteed Income Supplement, 
and private savings through 
RRSPs and other private pen¬ 
sion plans. 

These reasonable steps will 
ensure that the CPP is sustain¬ 
able, fair across generations, and 
affordable in the future. 

With the new CPP and the 
Seniors Benefit, Canada has done 
more than any other country to 
prepare its public pension sys¬ 
tem to meet the challenge of an 
aging society.

Minister responds to results in Prairie barley vote 



Market Option (to remove all bar¬ 
ley, both feed and malting/food 
from the Canadian Wheat Board 
and place it entirely on the open 
market for all domestic and ex¬ 
port sales) or the Single-Seller 
Option (to maintain the Cana¬ 
dian Wheat Board as the single 
seller for all barley, both feed and 
maltinglfood, with the continu¬ 
ing exception of feed barley sold 
domestically). 


All current prairie farmers (ac¬ 
tual producers) who have grown 
barley themselves or who are now 
farming land upon which barley 
was grown in at least one of the 
last five yean (1992 to 1996 inclu¬ 
sive) were eligible to take part. 

I am pleased with the very good 
level of producer participation in 
vote. Out of a total of 77,437 


The following is a state¬ 
ment issued on March 25 by 
Agriculture and Agri-Food 
Canada Minister Ralph 
Goodale on the results of the 
producer vote about Prairie 
barley marketing: 


Last October, the Government 
of Canada announced that it 
would conduct a mail-in vote this 
winter among western farmers to 
determine their preferred mar¬ 
keting system for barley. Admin¬ 
istered independently by the pro¬ 
fessional services firm of KPMG, 
the voting process began with the 
first distribution of ballots on 
January 23rd and concluded yes¬ 
terday with the final vote count. 

The question on the ballot was 
clear cut. It offered an unani¬ 
mous choice between the Open 


eligible producers, 58,042 duly ex¬ 
ercised their right to cast a bal¬ 
lot—that represents a turnout of 
74.95 per cent. 

By comparison, many other 
mail-in votes (for example, the 
votes to select the Canadian 
Wheat Board’s Producer Advisory 
Committee) typically generate a 
participation rate of less than 50 
per cent. Even some general elec¬ 
tions for public office-holders are 
determined by a lower turnout 
than that achieved in this barley 
vote. I want to express my sincere 
appreciation to all those who took 
the time to let their views be 
known. 

As determined by KPMG in 
the presence of scrutineers from 
four farm organizations -West¬ 
ern Canadian Wheat Growers As¬ 
sociation, Western Barley Grow¬ 
ers Association, Nationsd Farm¬ 
ers Union, and Saskatchewan As¬ 
sociation of Rural Municipalities 
— the results of the PrairieBarley 
Vote are as follows:

Given the ample publicity gen¬ 


erated by all sides during the "cam¬ 
paign” period and the high par¬ 
ticipation rate, this result consti¬ 
tutes a clear expression of major¬ 
ity producer opinion in favour of 
the Canadian Wheat Board’s 
current marketing jurisdiction 
for barley, with the continuing 
exception for feed barley sold 
domestically. 

This does not mean, however, 
that our overall system of mar¬ 
keting western grain can be static 
or frozen. This vote was taken in 
the context of the changes we are 
proposing through Bill C-72, an 
Act to amend the Canadian Wheat 
Board Act, and we must press 
forward with that new legislation 
at the earliest possible date. 

The objectives of Bill C-72 are 
three-fold—to modernize the gov¬ 
ernance of the CWB and to 
strengthen its accountability 
through the creation of a board of 
directors which will include a 
producer-elected majority; to 
provide the CWB with new op¬ 
erational flexibility to acceler¬ 
ate cash-flow to farmers, to im¬ 
prove CWB marketing efficiency 
and to provide producers with 
more options, and to empower 
farmers with more say in future 
CWB mandate decisions. 

The House of Commons Stand¬ 
ing Committee on Agriculture and 
Agri-Food has held a series of 
public hearings about Bill C-72 - 
in Ottawa and across western 
Canada in Winnipeg, Regina, 
Saskatoon, Calgary and Grande 
Prairie. The Committee will soon 
be examining the draft legisla¬ 
tion clause-by-clause, taking into 
account the representations it has 


heard Not unexpectedly, some 
of this advice is conflicting — 
coming from many different 
groups and individuals with 
deeply held and widely divergent 
points of view. 

Despite the obvious difficulty 
in reconciling all the various rec¬ 
ommendations, the Committee 
will no doubt consider construc¬ 
tive amendments to the draft Bill 
in response to its hearings, within 
the policy principles which we 
announced last October. The 
government remains anxious to 
enact this new legislation during 
the current session of Parliament, 
well in advance of the beginning 
of the 1997-98 crop year. 

With respect to the outcome of 
the barley vote, I know there will 
be some producers who will be 
disappointed. That is the inevita¬ 
ble consequence of any vote on an 
issue involving strongly held and 
sharply polarized options. But 
producers on both sides of this 
issue had called for a vote on 
barley marketing and had urged 
the government to abide by the 
will of the majority, one way or 
the other. T he process was fully 
open, democratic and impartial, 
and it was the only practical way 
to deal with this divisive issue. 

I want to thank KPMG for its 
excellent work in conducting the 
Prairie Barley Vote efficiently, 
professionally and above all with 
complete fairness. Managing such 
a major undertaking was not an 
easy task, but because of KPMG’s 
skill and high standards, all 
stakeholders can have absolute 
confidence in the integrity of both 
the process and the results.

Governor Generals award nominations now being accepted

Nominations are now being 
accepted for the 1997 Governor 
General’s Awards in Commemo¬ 
ration of the Persons Case. The 
annual Awards recognize 
longstanding and substantial con¬ 
tributions made by individuals to 
promote the equality of women in 
Canada. 

Initiated in 1979 to celebrate 
the 50th anniversary of the Per¬ 
sons Case, the Awards commemo¬ 
rate the lengthy political and le¬ 
gal effort waged by Canadian 
women, which culminated in the 
decision rendered by the British 
Privy Council on October 18, 
1929, declaring women to be per¬ 
sons and thus eligible for appoint¬ 
ment to the Senate. 

There have been 97 recipients 
of the Awards to date, including 


Shirley Carr, the first woman in 
the world to head a national labor 
body; Mary Two-Axe Early, Abo¬ 
riginal women’s rights activist; 
Marthe Asselin Vaillancourt, who 
has challenged violence against 
women throughout her life; Marie 
Hamilton, champion of the ad¬ 
vancement of Black women; and 
Therese Casgrain, leader of the 
effort for women’s right to vote in 
Quebec. 

The Governor General’s 
Awards in Commemoration of the 
Persons Case are presented in a 
ceremony held in Ottawa each 
fall. Nominations may be submit¬ 
ted by individuals, women’s 
groups, community and business 
groups, and others.

People with Prader-Willi Syn- 
drome/lmust spend their lives on 
starvation diets, their caloric in¬ 
take less than would be needed to 
keep most of us alive. The 
Prader-Willi Syndrome Associa¬ 
tions dedicating the week ofMarch 
31 to April 6 as Awareness Week. 

No drugs or treatment can cor¬ 
rect this condition. Only strict di¬ 
eting and controlled access to food 
- for a lifetime - has a chance at 
controlling some aspects of 
Prader-Willi Syndrome. People 
with Prader-Willi must always be 
kept on a diet that would starve 
others. 

Sadly, only about one-quarter 
of Prader-Willi cases are diagnosed. 
Doctors are often unaware of this 
rare condition or are unaware of 
the interrelationships which would 
lead them to a diagnosis. The 
Prader-Willi Syndrome Associa¬ 
tion of Alberta is trying to change 
this by creating greater awareness 
of the condition so that it may be 
diagnosed properly and the best 
treatments may be sought.

The Touch N' Glo, was 
not good for my skin and after a few weeks my nose and chin 
were so dry and scaley that I had to wear extra make up to 
cover the damage. I also hated what it did to the collars of my 
blouses and neck bands of my sweaters but I couldn’t quit 
using it because without it I looked like I had scabies. When 
my summer holidays came I went into Touch N' Glo with¬ 
drawal, my skin cleared up and I never used it again. I think 
that’s when I started using lipstick so pale as to make one's 
lips almost white. I thought it was tremendously sexy. Mom 
said it made me look recently deceased. 

As soon as I had a decent job and began making some 
money my name must have gone on a list somewhere, because 
salespeople began lining up to offer me fantastic bargains that 
no thinking career woman could possibly do without. I bought 
a very expensive LaSalle Bookkeeping and Accounting Course 
and completed maybe two of the required sixty lessons. I 
bought a typewriter and silverware and an Aristocrat Sewing 
Machine and a set of Stainless Steel pots and pans. I bought 
a record player and a tape recorder and hundreds of records. 
Dad especially hated Louis Armstrong. “Jungle Tom Toms,” 
he would yell. I smoked in those days but Black Cat Mild cost 
33 cents a package so I financed my habit for about a dollar a 
week. I bought clothes and jewelry and in a moment of sheer 
insanity an enormous kit of Beauty Counselor Makeup. 

There was everything you could imagine in that makeup 
kit. All the jars and bottles were made from heavy peach 
colored glass artistically trimmed in white and gold. There 
were night creams and day creams, facial, cleansing, exfolia¬ 
ting, moisturizing, and bleaching creams. There were astrin¬ 
gent and deep feeding lotions, and extra rich lotions for 
problem areas like elbows and heels. There were at least eight 
shades of lipstick and that many eye shadows. There were 
tools; orange sticks, spatulas, files, mixing palettes and 
sponges. There were about six ingredients that one mixed for 
facials depending upon one's needs of the day. A true Beauty 
Counselor facial was completed in five stages and took at least 
an hour. My sister-in-law Jeanette and I had a couple of 
hilarious afternoons mucking about with the facials after that 
I dipped into the creams occasionally until they dried out or 
began to smell funny. I may have used up the lipsticks but the 
eye shadow finally went into the garbage almost untouched. 

I have dabbled very briefly in Avon, a lipstick or two, I 
have been given bits of Nutrimetics, Body Shop and Mary Kay. 
All very nice products I’m sure, but I just don’t have time or 
inclination to use them. My husband does not care for 
perfume, I don’t like nail polish. At this stage of my life all I 
ask is a decent haircut and lipstick that does not clash with 
my T-shirt. 

At a recent social function a little girl of about fourteen 
was one of the guests. She was wearing black shoes, tights, 
sweater and a sort of welders cap. Her short skirt was a very 
dark plaid and her lipstick and nail polish were, what else, 
black. In keeping with her costume she wore an expression of 
extreme, dreary, boredom. She looked just awful but her 
parents seemed untroubled and I think that was wise. This 
too,will pass, and twenty years from now she will run across 
pictures of that day and wonder what in the world she was 
thinking of.

His valuable 
input since the inception of the 
CAC will be missed. Wil Porat was 
re-elected as Chairperson and Peggy 
Good was elected as Vice-Chairper¬ 
son.

1. Place cucumber slices into a bowl and sprinkle with salt. 
Let stand for 30 min. 

2. Drain and pat dry. 

3. In a large bowl, combine oil, vinegar, garlic, basil, and 
pepper.

Western Canadians Serving Western Canadians 
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Mass vacccination program for students

Alberta is implementing a 
mass vaccination program to pro¬ 
vide students from Grades one 
through nine with a second dose 
of measles vaccine. This will 


ensure that children receive two 
doses of measles vaccine and will 
contribue to Canada’s efforts to 
eliminate measles by the year 
2000. In January 1997, measles 
was imported into Alberta from 
an ongoing epidemic in British 
Columbia. This led to approxi¬ 


mately 35 comfirmed cases in 
Alberta. 

Measles is the most serious 
and contagious childhood illness. 
Symptoms include high fever, 
rash, cough, runny nose and 
inflamed eyes. One out of every 
10 children will get ear infec¬ 


tions or pheumonia and one out 
of every 1000 may get inflamma¬ 
tion of the brain. 

Measles vaccine is very safe 
with about 5 per cent of children 
having redness and swelling at 
the injection site. Very occa¬ 
sionally a child may suffer slight 


fever and rash approximately 10 
days later. 

Public health nurses will be 
starting the measles “catch up” 
program in May 1997 at the 
schools. Consents will be sent 
home for parents or guardians 
to sign during the month of April.

Athabasca University is an 
open university offering un¬ 
dergraduate and graduate 
degree programs by distance 
education and serving more 
than 11,000 studerts annu¬ 
ally. In 1997-98, the Univer¬ 
sity will operate with a 
budget of $25.6 million.

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Hearing loss on the farm 


“Once it’s gone - it’s gone,” 
says Eric Jones, farm safety 
specialist with Alberta Agri¬ 
culture, Food and Rural De¬ 
velopment. “Noise-induced 
hearing loss is a real problem 
in the farming community. 
Noise is something we just 
seem to live with and never 
take any precautions 
against.” 

The Women of Unifarm, in 
an attempt to bring attention 
to farm-related, noise-in¬ 
duced hearing loss, have 
launched an education cam¬ 
paign on the subject. In the 
fall of 1996, a Hearing Safety 
Hunt was conducted in Al¬ 
berta with the cooperation of 
Alberta 4-H Clubs and Dr. 
Sue Haske, professor, Depart¬ 
ment of Speech Pathology and 
Audiology at the University 
of Alberta. The ‘hunt’ sur¬ 


veyed over 100 people to test 
their awareness of the dan¬ 
gers loud noises pose. 

“There were some very tell¬ 
ing results from the survey,” 
says Masse. Younger people 
seem to be more aware that 
noise can be a factor in im¬ 
paired hearing. Once the sur¬ 
vey participants completed 
the ‘hunt’, significant 
changes occurred in both the 
awareness of noise-induced 
hearing loss and in the knowl¬ 
edge of how to take preventa¬ 
tive steps to protect hearing.” 

Participants in the Hear¬ 
ing Safety Hunt answer some 
basic awareness testing ques¬ 
tions and then use a Sound 
Level Monitor (SLM) to de¬ 
tect and make note of ma¬ 
chinery noises and repetitive 
noises that register at a dan¬ 
gerous decibel level. 


“We’ve tried to make this 
program very user friendly 
and one that appeals to chil¬ 
dren and young Albertans, 
and sends an effective mes¬ 
sage to adults, too,” says 
Florence Trautman, president 
of Women of Unifarm. “We’ve 
tried to cover every medium 
we can, print, video and Club 
participation. The recently 
finished video is really get¬ 
ting the point across to our 
audiences. 

“Dennis Weber, an art stu¬ 
dent at the U of A, designed 
‘SLiM’, the cartoon mascot. 
SLiM is a stylized SLM who 
champions the message Pro¬ 
tect your hearing. We’ve had 
some very encouraging feed¬ 
back on SLiM, including a 
Gold Design Award from the 
Council for Advancement and 
Support of Education.” 


More than just being 
catchy and well designed, this 
campaign sends out a very 
valuable message to the farm¬ 
ing community. Hearing, once 
it’s impaired, does not re¬ 
cover. High decibel output 
from machinery, and even the 
repetitive sound of a metal 
shovel scrapping the bottom 
of a metal granary, can cause 
sound-induced damage. When 
working around the farm, 
protective earphones or some¬ 
thing as simple as spongy ear¬ 
plugs can help farmers pro¬ 
tect their hearing. 

“Rural Albertans are aware 
of the risk of hearing loss, now 
we need to work on making 
hearing protection second na¬ 
ture,” says Trautman. “We are 
continuing to work on this cam¬ 
paign, taking it across Canada. 
We’ve received funding support 


from the Canadian Agriculture 
Safety Program, the financial 
arm of the Canadian Coalition 
for Agricultural Safety and Ru¬ 
ral Health. 

“By the end of summer, we’ll 
have a pilot project on the Internet 
introducing SLiM and the cam¬ 
paign. Alberta Agriculture, Food 
and Rural Development’s Farm 
Safety Program and 4-H are ma¬ 
jor partners in this project. 
Through their work with Alberta 
youth and with education, aware¬ 
ness and prevention, we hope 
noise-induced hearing loss will 
decrease dramatically.” 

Kits that include information 
brochures, a copy of the video, a 
sound level monitor, ear protec¬ 
tion (headphones) and ‘Protect 
Your Hearing’ stickers are avail¬ 
able to 4-H Clubs. Some 4-H Clubs 
have made the Hearing Safety 
Hunt a Club project.

The human heart 
will beat for 70 or 80 years with¬ 
out faltering.

Who gave the 
human tongue flexibility to form 
words, and a brain to under¬ 
stand them but denied it to all 
animals?

UGG president questions barley vote

The barley vote has done noth¬ 
ing to resolve the contentious 
issue of barley marketing, says 
Ted Allen, President of United 
Grain Growers. 

The vote confirms UGG’s be¬ 
lief that most farmers support a 
voluntary CWB. “Thirty-seven 
percent of barley voters are pre¬ 
pared to strip barley completely 
from the Board,” says Allen. “I 
think it’s a clear signal that a 
strong majority of farmers would 
have supported a dual market 


for barley, had that question 
been asked.” 

UGG is disappointed the Min¬ 
ister took it upon himself to 
unilaterally and autocratically 
declare that a dual market would 
not work, despite strong evi¬ 
dence that it would. “The Min¬ 
ister basically said farmers were 
not capable of making such a 
determination, so he took the 
decision out of their hands. 
Farmers deserve greater re¬ 
spect.” 


“It’s unfortunate that Minis¬ 
ter Goodale is out of step with 
the majority of farmers on this 
issue,” says Allen. “His intran¬ 
sigence may very well lead to the 
demise of the Board. Unless he 
becomes willing to accommodate 
views other than his own, he’ll 
go down in history as the man 
reponsible for the destruction of 
the CWB.” 

UGG adopted a low-key stance 
during the vote. “UGG was 
quite prepared to campaign vig¬ 


orously in support of dual mar¬ 
keting,” says Allen. “But we 
could not support a process where 
farmers were effectively disenfran¬ 
chised. Those farmers who sup¬ 
port a voluntary CWB were de¬ 
nied the democratic right to vote 
for the system of their choice.” 

Despite its undemocratic na¬ 
ture, Allen believes the vote does 
provide and indication of the 
level of discontent among farm¬ 
ers. “Over 20,000 voters said 
they wanted barley totally re¬ 


moved from the Board,” empha¬ 
sizes Allen. “Obviously, the dis¬ 
senters are not a small band of 
rebels, as the government and 
the CWB would have us believe.” 

“Minister Goodale is sadly 
mistaken if he thinks this issue 
has been put to bed,” concludes 
Allen. “The debate will continue 
until farmers have a chance to 
vote on the question they want 
answered, rather than an irrel¬ 
evant question posed by the Min¬ 
ister on the advice of the CWB.” 


The silent majority has spoken 


Now that a majority of pro¬ 
ducers have overwhelmingly 
voted in favor of the current 
barley marketing system, 
farmers and government 
must work together to en¬ 
sure their marketing arm con¬ 
tinues to get even stronger, 
the Advisory Committee to 
the Canadian Wheat Board 
(CBW) said today. 


The Committee requested 
that the government protect 
the interests of farmers in 
future trade negotiations, 
enforce border controls, and 
ensure Bill C-72 supports sin¬ 
gle-desk selling and pooling. 
The Committee also asked all 
farmers to respect democracy 
and live within the system 
that the majority wants. 


“Nearly two-thirds of vot¬ 
ers support the current bar¬ 
ley marketing system over the 
open market,” said Advisory 
Committee Chairman, John 
Clair. “In response to the 
wishes of the majority we 
must ensure that single-desk 
selling, price pooling and the 
government guarantees are 
maintained.” 


“I hope the fringe of law 
breakers respect the demo¬ 
cratic process and work 
within the law to bring about 
positive changes which would 
be in the interests of all farm¬ 
ers,” added Vice-Chairman 
Terry Hanson. “If we want to 
keep our industry strong, we 
have to work together, not 
against one another.” 


The federal government 
asked all barley growers to 
vote for either the current 
single-desk system or an open 
market. 

Close to 75 per cent of the 
eligible 77,437 farmers cast 
their ballots. A total of 62.9 
per cent of voters opted for 
keeping barley under the 
CWB system.

Ladies barrel racer Rayel 
Robinson put on a strong show¬ 
ing over the weekend. She was 
the only double winner of the 
weekend, earning $2,270 for a 
13.55 second run at Medicine 
Hat, and a 14.20-second run at 
Camrose. That moved her into 
second in the standings, behind 
Canadian champion Debbie 
Guelly. 

Blaine Pederson didn’t have 
the kind of year he’s accustomed 
to in 1996. 

He won $5,365 and ended up 
in 27th place in the (Canadian 
steer wrestling standings. 

It’s been a bit of a dry spell for 
the former world and Canadian 
champion in 1995 and 1996— 
the only two years since 1982 
that he’s missed the Canadian 
Finals Rodeo. 

Not that it wasn’t a bit self 
inflicted, as the 35-year-old cow¬ 
boy decided to slow down a bit, 
and pick and choose his rodeos. 
That didn’t quite work the way 
the Amisk, AB, cowboy had 
hoped though: missing the CFR 
was definitely not part of the 
plan. In August last year, realiz¬ 
ing that sitting in 25thplace, he 


had no chance of making the 
finals, Pederson changed his phi¬ 
losophy. “I said I was going to 
rodeo part-time this year and 
just enjoy it,” he said, “ but it 
doesn’t work that way. I found 
that out. If you’re gonna rodeo, 
you better rodeo. If you aren’t, 
you better stay home.” 

Staying at home obviously 
wasn’t what he had in mind, and 
in 1997, Pederson came back 
with the competitive fires burn¬ 
ing. He started off with a split of 
eighth at Regina for $375, and 
has been climbing the mountain 
ever since. He came fourth at 
Vernon for $713, then last week¬ 
end, split third at Camrose, AB, 
for $820, and shared a win with 
B.J. Zieffie at Medicine Hat, AB, 
for $1,770. 

That put him in a very famil¬ 
iar position: atop the Canadian 
bulldogging standings. With the 
1997 season barely underway, 
he’s already earned 70 per cent 
of his 1996 total. 

Another steer wrestler can 
boast even greater improvement: 
semi-pro cowboy, Steven Gilbert, 
had the biggest weekend of his 
young career, with a second place 


at Camrose and a split of third at 
Medicine Hat for total winnings 
of $2,210. That’s more in one 
weekend than 23 year-old former 
LRA champion and amateur 
boxer has won in the three years 
he’s competed at pro rodeos. 

The other bulldogging win¬ 
ner over the weekend was Jody 
Brown, with a swift 3.5 second 
run at Camrose for $1,217. 

In the calf roping, the big 
story was Bruce Christie. The 
25 year-old cowboy was a new¬ 
comer again last year, after a 
three-year break from the pro’s, 
but showed his five years of pro 
experience in Carmrose and 
Medicine Hat. The former FCA 
champion won at Camrose, and 
came sixth at Medicine Hat for 
$1,755. That shot him into sec¬ 
ond in the calf roping standing, 
behind only Marty Becker. 

Becker continued his strong 
start, with a win at Medicine 
Hat in the calf roping, and a 
couple of placings in the team 
roping with Darren Shaw for 
$2,748 in earnings. Becker has 
won the most money of any Ca¬ 
nadian cowboy so far this sea¬ 
son, and leads by over $2,500 in 


the calf roping. 

Another former Canadian 
champion is leading the bull rid¬ 
ing standings. Glen Keeley, the 
1989 Canadian champion, took 
the lead with a win in Regina in 
November, and hasn’t let go 
since. This weekend he solidi¬ 
fied his number one position with 
a shared 83-point victory with 
Lowell Johnston at Carmose, 
and a sixth place at Medicine 
Hat. Keeley took on Void Ro¬ 
deo’s R15, while Johnston con¬ 
quered B&S Rodeo’s Dodge Rep 
to take home the cash. The 
winner at Medicine Hat was 
American Scott Breding with an 
89 on Northcott’s Fear No Evil. 

Other winners over the week¬ 
end were: in the saddle bronc, Ian 
Freeman with 84 points on Void’s 
Brown Sugar at Camrose, and 
Lance Mulvahill and Cameron 
Cooper with 83 points on Calgaiy 
Stampede’s Yodelling Matt and 
Kloud Grey at Medicine Hat; and, 
in the bareback, Wade Graves 
with an 83 on Void's Too Sexy at 
Camrose, and Deb Greenough and 
Colin Orr on Calgary’s Yet Mar¬ 
vellous and Tiki Bay at Medicine 
Hat.
